HESSH'S QUBRY, addressed to Ger- 
man ‘youth In 1939, has its echo 
in this provocative, always chal- 
lenging, but go controversial book 
by Wayne Andrews. In his prologue, 
Andrews states that in its essence 
German history from Bismarck to 
Hitler is the story of now a aod 
larly intelligent people man 
& earn 8 singular amount of hatred. 
Yet it is not Andrews’ design to 
write another history, political or 
Uterary, of modern Germany, but 
“to trace the reaction of the writers 
and intellectuals who prophesied or 
witnessed this national suicide: how 
individuals behave under unholy cir- 
cumstances is the theme of this 
book," 

‘Andrews’ title derives from Sieg- 
fried's call to Hagen in the Nebe- 
lungenlied. “You shall have cause 
‘to worry in the days to come,” Sleg- 
ried warned his murderer, “belleve

Nietzsche is one of Audrawa'’ “en- 
chanters" ΒΒ is Hesgo, neither one 
of whom can be fitted too well into 
a tradition of measure, reasonable- 
ness oud balance. For Andrews it 
suffices that his hero-enchanters, 
Nistzsohe, Hesse, Fontane, Hofman- 
nsthal, to a lesser degree Haupt- 
mann and Kessler, recognized fully 
the unholiness of Blsmarck's legacy, 
condemned the treacherous foolish- 
neas of anti-Semitism, understood 
the invitation to national murder and 
suloide of the dominent strand of 
romantic-nationallst thinking. An- 
drews, who is a Francophile of 
sorts, adds as distress signals the 
attitudes toward France and Poland, 
the despised neighbours to the West 
and Hast. 


"ANDREWS realizes, as did George 


to Stefan George, who entertained 
some curlously sick notions of his 
own, not to speak of the members 
of his “circle.” 


MANY OF Andrews' peculiar and 
even perverse judgments derive from 
weaknesses In his method. Thus, he 
begins with “the protest of 
Nietzache," but soon and in the 
same chapter indulges in blographic- 
al tidblts concerning other mon,con- 
temporurtes, disciples, men whose 
names Are suggested by a particular 
Nietvache view. As uw result, Andrews 
gives a satisfying picture neither 
of Nietzsche Jn relations to this 
theme nor of the numerous figures 
whose memory is evoked by him. 

In fact, because of the selected 
quotations or the stress on a par- 
ticular segment of a writer's life, 
a distorted picture emerged in many 
instances. The gross distortion of 
Thomas Mann's portralt is encagéd 
in a chapter entitled “The Achieve- 
ment of Hermann Hesse." 

Yet, the objectionable, confusing 
method and the occasionally ques- 
tlonable judgment fall to detract 
from convincing proof that Sleg- 
feled's curac led to demonic fea- 
tures in modern German life, An- 


drews writes: 

“Enchanters are sent into the 
world tv enchant us. When tho 
enchanters fall to enchant, the har- 
vest is horror, There has been πὸ 
greater tragedy in the last 100 
years than the failure of the great 
writers of the Gorman Isnguage to 
touch the lIlves of the German 
people.

AUGUST & 1818 — FOUNDING OF PETAL TIKVA 


In the 18703 a number of religious Jews srem Jerusalem 
decided to become farmers nnd establish a village called 
Petah Tikva (based on Hosea 2:17). They initially set auc te 
purchase a tract of land near Jericho but did not obtain the 
consent of the Turkish Crown to the transfer of awnership. 
So instead they chose an area of 3,400 dunams nenc the 
Yarkon River course, adjoining an Arab village called 
Mulabbis, and owned by a Gireek. The area looked attractive 
with its greenery, uncommon for the country in those days 
Disregarding warnings of the danger of malarin Lhere, the 
settlers acquired the land and thus lald the yeound for the 
first modern Jewish village in the country, which = Inter 
became known as the "Mother of the Mashavot.” The leading 
founders were Joel Moses Salomon, David Gutmann and 
Yehoshua Stampfer. They tnnbilised additional settlers but 
goon malaria wrought havoc, the first harvests were dis- 
appointing, and quarrels broke out within the group) When 
health conditions became unbearable, the setilers had te 
transfer further south but the original site was reavttied by 
Biluim in 1883.
